Harry C. Stuller, 49. who recent­ 
ly resided near Littlestown, but now 
having no Axed address, is in a 
critical condition at the Hanover 
General hospital 
today, suffering 
from a fracture of the skull and 
ether injuries received when he was 
struck by a car as he walked along 
the 
Gettysburg-Littiestown 
road, 
two and a half miles north of lai­ 
ties town, Monday 
evening about 
8 15 o’clock. 
Stuller was struck by the hinge 
cf the right rear door of the se­ 
dan of Grover E. Bankard, 26, 331 
North Queen street, Littlestown, as 
the latter drove toward Littlestown. 
The 
hinge struck Stuller on 
the 
head, nearly modulating the right 
ear 
He also is suffering from a 
deep laceration of the forehead and 
painful bruises of the right shoul­ 
der. The collision threw the pedes­ 
trian to the 
roadway, where 
he 
was found in a semi-conscious con­ 
dition by Bankard. 
Bankard took tile injured man 
to Hie office of Dr. H 8. Crouse, in 
L'ttiestown, where he was treated 
and then removed to the Hanover 
liospital.

Construction of extensions of East 
Lincoln 
avenue and East Water 
street to their intersections with an 
extension of North Fourth street 
will begin next Monday morning, 
according to information given the

Burgess St adsmith stated that he 
had been notified of plans for start­ 
ing the WPA project in a letter re­ 
ceived from A. M Shroyer, project 
engineer, located at Chambersburg. 
The borough council approved the 
street building project, which also 
provided for the extension of the 
North Fourth street sewer, at a 
meeting held December 2, 1935. It 
has been estimated that the bor­ 
ough w’ill be required to spend $3,114 
for materials and equipment while 
the federal government will pay out 
$26,945 80 in wages. 
Laying of the sewer lines, a part 
of the original project, is nearing 
completion. Begun eight weeks ago. 
the work has progressed steadily 
until only 300 feet of mains remain 
to be placed along East Railroad 
street. The section of Fourth street 
was completed and the ditch closed ( L u t h e r a n 
last week, 
50 Men May Get Work 
Three working days remain for 
the sewer project after this after­ 
noon. 
Whether the project can be 
completed in th at time is uncer­ 
tain dejiending 
upon the type of 
digging encountered. 
On Fourth 
street the men had to blast their 
way 
for several 
hundred 
feet 
through blue rock and hard red 
shale. 
Three manholes have been 
placed. 
Word received here is to the effect 
that about 40 to 50 men will be put 
to work on the street grading proj­ 
ect next week. 
Only grading and 
tile laying of the base of the new’ 
streets is to be done under the pro­ 
visions of the project. The borough 
intends to apply the surface course 
later. 
Council approved the measure for 
several reasons.

MARY ASTOR’S HOME GUARDED 


By JOHN SELBY 
W hen you drain off Edith Sit­ 
well’s wine-colored prose, you won­ 
der just w hat there Ls left of her 
latest book. Tile nam e of the book 
I is ’ Victoria of England” (Houghton 
: Mifflin). 
There are 
doubtless documents 
I hidden away in the English archives 
which, were they to be released, 
m ight make a new life of Queen 
Victoria worth the trouble. 
There 
is no evidence in "Victoria of Eng­ 
land” th a t any hidden inform ation 
has 
been 
disinterred; 
there 
is 
plentiful evidence th a t 
Miss S it­ 
well has read most of the modem 
biographies- of the little old lady, 
however. 
The effort has been to relate Vic­ 
toria to the social phenom ena of her 
time, such of these as she was re­ 
sponsible for and such of these as 
she was definitely not responsible 
for. 
Miss Sitwell 
has made an 
earnest effort, with some success. 
She has been a little more frank 
about a good many people, some 
royal, than is the habit in England. 
But essentially she merely has re­ 
told Victoria’s fam iliar story. The 
real difference between “Victoria of 
England” and other recent efforts 
along the same line Ls in the type 
of Miss Sitwell’s prose. 
This is at 
times incredibly lush. 
Whole pages 
sound as if1 they were from a mod­ 
ern hammock romance, written by 
a 
modern 
hammock 
romancer 
whose comm and of English is much 
above the ordinary. And this seems 
(to a mere American) incongruous 
in the extreme. 
Victoria wasn’t 
th a t kind of queen. 
"The Big Money,” by John Dos 
Passes (Harcourt, Brace): another 
of Don Passos’ panoram as in prose, 
this one attem pts to chart the chan­ 
nels through which the "big money” 
has flowed since the war. 
"England Have My Bones.” by T. 
H. 
W hite 
(M acm illan): 
another 
Englishm an puts the thoughts and 
emotions aroused in 
him 
by the 
English countryside into prose; Mr. 
W hite 
touches 
other subjects as 
well—gardening, of course. 
"Anne of W indy Poplars,” by L 
M. M ontgomery (Stokes): a succes­ 
sor to "Anne of Green Gables," pro­ 
vided such is possible. 
"Children of OI’ Man River," by 
Billy B ryant (Furm an): the facts of 
show-boat life, told by one of our 
most illustrious show-boaters. 
"G reen G ates,” by R C. Sherriff 
(Stokes): a quietly satisfying novel 
about the life of an Englishman 
who retired a t 58, and finally found 
a new life; Sheriff wrote "Journey's 
End,” of course.
